IN MEMORY OF LELAND STAN­ 
FORD, JR. 


A Tribute to the Late Son of Gov­ 
ernor Stanford—Address by 
Kev. Dr. Newman. 


The memorial services for Boland Stan­ 
ford, Jr., were held in Grace Church, at 
San Francisco, yesterday at 11 a. m. The 
house was filled to the utmost long before 
the time appointed, and great numbers who 
came were unable to gain admission. The 
tloral decorations for the occasion were ex­ 
quisitely elegant, and white one may not 
speak of flower dressing as imposing, 
yet the architecture of the center­ 
piece justifies it. It stood in the center 
of the chancel some fifteen in bight, was 
about eight feet in width and of like depth. 
It consiste^ of four tloral posts supporting 
two floral ari bes, connected by a ridge and 
two side pieces. 
Hanging over these 
from the ridge and trailing down 
the sides was a wealth ot 
smilax 
lightly woven into bands. 
The composi­ 
tion of the decorations was japónicas, cloth 
of gold roses, St. Joseph lilies and immor­ 
telles, wiih smilax and maiden-hair ferns 
woven between as relief. The apex of the 
frontal arch was surmounted by an exquis­ 
itely arranged floral crown, and that in 
turn by a dove wrought in flowers of 
driven white. Depending from the frontal 
arch were three arched bands, bearing in 
FLOWERS OF WHITE, 
On ground of green, the words : “ In Mc- 
moriaru, I«land Stanford, Jr.,” and be­ 
neath these swung the emblems of faith 
and hope. At the entrance to this beautiful 
structure lay a pillow of camellias, white 
roses, maiden-hair 
fern, 
and other 
choice flowers aild foliaste, the edge 
studded with richly-tinted 
camellias. 
Upon this in violets were the words. "At 
Best.” About midway of the floral bower 
described stood a massive cross, some six 
feet in bight. The body, or ground, was 
of evergreens: the outline clearly defined 
with smilax ; the filling a mass of choice 
white flowers, 
relieved by 
slender 
scarlet 
and crimson 
leaves 
and 
flowers, 
that fairly burned in 
the 
midst of 
buds 
and 
full-blossomed 
tuberoses and wax-like camellias and liiies. 
and lifted up the whole design in a glow of 
warmth, and made it radiantly beautiful. 
Along the entire front of the chancel, and 
extending beyond to the walls of (he 
church and into the body of the chancel, 
and flanking the floral bower, was a wreath 
of exotic plants, rich foliage and potted 
plants, ferns and palms, in a great 
variety 
of 
rich green. 
To 
the 
left on the section was a tloral wreath 
made of tuberoses and maiden-hair fern, 
and in the center the word, “ Best.” On 
the right, pendent from the roof-bcams, 
swung a large cross worked out in passion 
flowers, tuberoses and rit. Joseph’s lilies, 
wrought upon a back-ground of evergreens. 
T1IE EXERCISES. 
The parents and relatives of the deceased 
lad. to whose memory this tribute to his 
worth and promise was paid, occupied 
pews immediately in front of the chancel. 
In the choir were IB M. llosworth, organ­ 
ist and director: Mrs. Martiner Campbell, 
soprano; Mrs. G. C. Catton, contralto; A. 
Messiuer, tenor, and W. C. Campbell, 
basso. The musical portion of the exer­ 
cises was of the highest order, and deeply 
effective. W ithin the chance! Rev. B. C. 
Foute, D. D., rector of Grace Church, con­ 
ducted the exercises after the impressive 
ritual nf the Protestant Episcopal Church 
for Advent Sunday. 
THE TABLETS. 
The memorial tablets of the services fur­ 
nished the auditors consisted of twenty 
quarto pages, plainly but very handsomely 
printed on heavy leaves with bronzed bor­ 
ders, andJxiund with ribbon knots of white 
in satin covers, backed with heavy satin-fin­ 
ished bristolboani, fringed with white silk. 
The front cover bore the design of an angel 
in flight from out a multitude of cherubs, 
and swooping down to cut from its stalk 
the topmost of a cluster of lilies. Below 
were the words, “ My beloved is gone into 
His garden to gather Bilies.” The title 
page indicated the occasion: “ Grace 
church, San Francisco—Memorial services 
of Belaud Stanford, Jr. Advent Sunday, 
November 3%- A. D. ¡884.” Then followed 
on the reverse page a stanza from Winans : 
God looked ou him—the beautiful— 
Iu inercy from the skies. 
Then soni His angel down to cull 
A flower for Paradise. 
The succeeding pages gave the order of 
service as follows: 
Chopin’s “ Marche 
Fúnebre ” (organ). The sentences, l’salms 
11., 17, and cxiiii., 2. The exhortation, ac­ 
cording to the ritual of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church : the general confession ; 
the declaration of absolution and the 
Bord's Prayer: Venite; Psalms xxiii.. 
cxxi. and c.xxx. The announcement of 
the first lesson, Isaiah i.. 1-2S. The Te 
Deum Baudannts. The announcement of 
the second lesson, St. Buke i., 1-20. Bene- 
ilictus; 
the Apostles’ creed and the 
prayers following. The Litany and the 
prayers following. The Benediction. The 
hymn, “ Nearer My God to Thee.” The 
Collect, the Ten Commandments; the 
other Commandments and tlie prayers fol­ 
lowing. The Epistle Bom. xiii., 8; the 
Gospel St. Matt. xxi.. 1. Hymn. “ When 
Gathering Clouds Around i View.” 
Hymn, “ <>, Eyes that are Weary.” Me­ 
morial address. Favorite hymn of the de­ 
ceased an! sung by special request, “ Tell 
Me the Old, Old Story." Prayer, Benedic­ 
tion. Voluntary-apotheose. 
The memorial address was delivered by 
Jicv. J. P. Newman. D. I).. B.L. D., of New 
York. The reverend gentleman spoke from 
the pulpit, and commanded the closest at­ 
tention of the vast auditory. His manner 
was that of profound earnestness, and his 
delivery was of a loftier character, and 
more fervid eloquence, than that character­ 
istic of him upon the lecture rostrum, from 
which the people of Sacramento have Uviee 
heard him. He spoke as follows : 
TIIF. FUNERAL OEATIOX. 
The long funeral march is ended. At 
home at last. Not to the elegant mansion 
adorned with all that art can create and 
wealth procure; not to the dear room 
beautified with all that skill and taste could 
suggest, and ever hereafter to he a conse­ 
crated place; not to the friendly greetings 
and happy society of those who loved and 
were loved ; hut tlie grave. 
From the hanks of the Arno, from the 
snows of the Alps, from the vineyards of 
France, from the docks of Liverpool, over 
the ocean, across the continent, the precious 
dead has been borne by parental hands, 
and his body laid down in his favorite Palo 
Alto he loved sn much, with hopes blight­ 
ed, with prophesies unfulfilled, with plans 
nnconsm.imated : yet with the memories 
of a life, though brief, which shall ever be 
esteemed a success, and that without a par­ 
allel in the history of American youth. 
Throughout all that solemn journey the 
sacred treasure lias been watched with the 
vigilance of deathless love. Day by day, 
whether on land or sea, abroad or at home, 
around all that is mortal of thebeloved 
dead, father anil mother have waited and 
prayed; re-lived the past and thought of 
the future, and covered the casket with 
flowers—symbols of a love which death 
could not conquer, and of a hope which 
the grave could not entomb. Like the 
Mari s to the Savior’s tomb, they would be 
near the form they loved so well. But tlie 
last sad rites have been performed; dust to 
dust, ashes to ashes, lias been spoken. 
This were a sorrow without a relief, a 
despair without a hope, a night of anguish 
without a morning of joy, if "death ends 
all;" hut, rising triumphant over death 
and the grave, let us sing to the disem­ 
bodied spirit faith’s triumphant song. At 
home at last; not to the strife and toils and 
probations of this ever-changing life, but 
to the purer joys, the higher activities, the 
eternal realities of heaven. 
Never before in the history of this coun­ 
try or that of any other land, has the death 
of a youth of sixteen beautiful years, and 
he in ihe private walks of life, awakened a 
sympathy so wide and produced aj-orrow 
so deep as the death of Behind Stanford, Jr. 
On the day of his death, there was sent 
forth as on the wings of the lightning, tiiis 
sad but Christian message: “ Our darling 
hoy went to heaven this' morning.” That 
message flashed from beautiful Florence to 


the Bosphorus and Golden Horn, over whose 
historic waters the departed had glided 
many an hour; to Athens, where he had 
lingered among its classic memories; to 
Rome, home of the Pontiff, whose bene­ 
dictions he had received ; to Paris, where 
lie had passed so many hours amid its 
glories of a rt: to London, in whose vast 
museums he had recalled the mighty 
past: that message thrilled the deep waters 
of the Atlantic, over whose restless bosom 
he had thrice crossed in safety : that mess­ 
age traversed tiiis great continent to your 
Golden Gate, where his happy childhood 
was the promise of a noble youth, and that 
youth the prophesy of the grandest man­ 
hood. 
When that message was received poets 
swept their harps in mournful numbers 
and sang their saddest elegies; editors vied 
with each other in touching panegyrics ; 
ministers of God offered the consolation of 
religion : citizens who chanced to meet on 
your streets whispered the solemn intelli­ 
gence. and were amazed at the inscrutable 
Providence; hundreds of telegrams and 
letters conveyed expressions of deepest 
sympathy to the bereaved ; and that night 
mothers pressed their darling boys to their 
bosoms, and fervently prayed that they 
might be spared to them. 
Whence the secret of this deep concern 
and widespread sorrow? It is unusual. 
Other youths, as brilliant, as rich, as pro­ 
mising, have lived and died, and are for­ 
gotten. Do you tell me that his father is 
one of the foremost citizens of this great 
Republic; that his creative genius has 
made your State great; that his honorable 
life is the pride of your Commonwealth ; 
that tiis vast possessions command public 
respect? Do you tell me that his mother, 
refined, cultured, gifted, pure and full of 
charities, is more than a Roman matron ; 
whose happy domestic life lias excited your 
admiration, and whose high social position 
is both influential and beneficent? Do you 
tell me that fickle fortune had made'the 
departed a favorite; that Nature had been 
partial in her bcstowment of her rarest 
gifts; that Providence had ordained his 
birth in some golden hour; that circum­ 
stances beyond his control had made him 
what lie was, and stripped of these he 
would have been as many others are: that 
no pains had been spared to enrich his 
mind under the m#st competent tutors ; 
that his receptive years hail been spent in 
foreign lands; that his young intellect had 
been polished by contact with the wise and 
great of earth, and that the enfolding» of 
his character had been watched with the 
parental care only bestowed upon a prince? 
True, thrice happily true 1 lint all these 
facts, extraordinary as they are, are inade­ 
quate to discover to us 
THE CHARM OF HIS YOUNG LIFE. 
Others have lived as long, and died as 
young; blessed with parentage as worthy, 
with endearments as great, with circum­ 
stances as favorable, with tutorage as com­ 
petent, with vigilance as constant, yet failed 
in life and death to make an impression so 
wide and deep. We must look deeper and 
search more keenly for the secret of his 
power over us: and scan with greater care 
the purposes of Divine Providence for the 
source of the charm of his life. 
Nature had highly favored him for some 
noble purpose. Although so young, lie was 
tall and graceful as some Apollo Belvedere; 
with classic features some master would 
have chosen to chisel in marble or cast in 
bronze; with eyes soft and gentle as an 
angel’s, yet dreamy as the vision of a seer : 
with broad, white forehead, home of a 
radiant soul. Who could see that face and 
not love i t ; see it and ever forget it ? He 
reminds us of the beautiful Joseph, “ a 
goodly person and well favored.” That 
body was the abode of a marvelous mind ; 
clear as crystal, clean in all its garniture, 
quick to perceive, strong to grasp, tenacious 
to hold, capable of indefinite expansion. 
Think of a youth at Iti speaking his Eng­ 
lish in purity, conveising with the thought­ 
ful German and the vivacious Frenchman 
with native fluency and accuracy, and quick 
to decipher those mystic symbols of Egypt­ 
ian ami Assyrian monuments. Think of iiiin 
in the studios of Duran, of Bonnat, of Mes- 
ionnier, expressing liis likes and dislikes of 
renowned works of art. and that to the ad­ 
miration of those great masters of modern 
times. Think of him as a wrapt listener 
to the mature conversations of such men 
as Sir Joseph Hooker, Sir William Jenner, 
Baron Rothschild, Dr. Sclileimann and 
General di < csnola, anil 
ASKING OR ANSWERING QUESTIONS. 
It was the reproduction of Christ among 
the doctors at the age of 12. Think of him 
offering to prove the tides of Venice are a 
fact, and, that contrary to accepted theories. 
Think of his capacity and taste manifested 
in his study of the famous Rosetta stone, 
.which kindled his passion for antiquarian 
research, and foreshadowed the future 
arclneologist. And behold such a youth, 
pencil in hand, absorbed with delight, 
standing in the British Museum, whose vast 
treasures of art have been exhumed from 
the buried cities of the world; standing in 
the Louvre, wherein the renowned past 
and the illustrious present meet in all the 
wonders of ancient and modern art; stand­ 
ing in the Vatican, wherein Pliiilias and 
Apelles. Michael Angelo and Raphael the 
divine, live forever in the creations of tiieir 
pencils and their chisels; and recall him 
wandering amiil the entrancing ruins of 
ancient Athens; ascending the Acropolis to 
meditate in the Parthenon; mounting the 
Betna where Pericles had spoken; entering 
the cave where Socrates had died for im- 
moitality; reverently pausing on Mars 
Hill, where St. Paul had preached “ Jesus 
and the Resurrection," and lingering with 
strange delight in the temple of Eleusis, 
wherein death kissed his cheek into a con­ 
suming fever. 
And how pure and lofty and beneficent 
the artistic taste in one so young, to turn 
aside from all the monuments of London ; 
from Nei-. ai s t \ ihiiun, in Trafalgar Square; 
from Wellington's mausoleum, in St. 
Paul’s; from the royal shrines in West­ 
minster Abbey, and prefer the Albert 
memorial monument, both for its execu­ 
tion and purpose, in the design of which 
the four comers of the earth meet in har­ 
mony. whereon are men and women illus­ 
trious in art and science, war and state­ 
craft, charity and religion, and in the glory 
of which the heart of the wife is more con­ 
spicuous than the crown of the Queen. 
In all this early intellectual superiority 
lie reminds us that the history of heroes is 
the history of youth. At 11 Bacon was 
speculating on the “ Laws of Imagination;” 
at 12 a student at Cambridge; at 1(1 ex­ 
pressing his dislike for the philosophy of 
Aristotle; at 20 the author of a paper on 
the defects of Universities; at 21 admitted 
tu the bar; at 28 appointed Queen’s Counsel 
Extraordinary. He reminds of the tender 
and eloquent Pascal, who at the age of 1G 
published a “ Treatise on Cmiic Sections;” 
at 17 suggested the hydraulic press; at 20 
anticipated by liis inventions tlie works of 
Galileo and Descartes, and at 21 was an au­ 
thority in higher mathematics. 
He reminds us of Grotius, who entered 
the university at twelve: at fourteen pub­ 
lished an edition of Marcianus Capella, 
which disclosed his acquaintance with 
Cicero, Aristotle, Pliny, Euclid, Strabo and 
other great writers; at fifteen was an attache 
of a Dutch embassy to Henry IV.: at 
sixteen was admitted to practice; at 
twenty-four was Advocate-General of the 
Treasury of Holland, and at twenty-five 
was an authority on international law. 
lie recalls to us Gibbon, who was in his 
Batin at seven; a student at Oxford at 
fifteen; a lover of Bock, and Grotius, and 
Pascal at seventeen, and at twenty-live liad 
acquired the scholarship, gathered the ma­ 
terials and formed the plan of that great 
history which has given immortality to 
his name. 
He brings to mind our own Hamilton, 
who entered college at fifteen; was an 
orator at seventeen; a political writer at 
eighteen: at twenty was on Washington's 
stall': at twenty-five was a legislator, and 
at thirty-two was Secretary of the Treas­ 
ury of the United States. Nay. more; his 
early mental promise was like that of 
Washington, of Pitt, of Whitfield, of 
Raphael, of Agassiz in his early manhood. 
But deeper than the intellect, aiul mightier 
in giving tone to ail that he was, and said, 
and did, was 
HIS BEAUTIFUL CHARACTER, 
Whose elements blended in sweet harmony 
like the colors in the rainbow; serious yet 
buoyant, reverential yet independent, gentle 
yet firm. He loved the true, the good, the 
beautiful. 
His was a blameless youth. 
His angel ever beheld the face of the Father 
in heaven. He yielded to the good spirits 
sent to minister with him. God was in ail 
his thoughts. He fulfilled the sacred Prov­ 
erb. “ Remember now thy Creator in the 
days of thy youth.” He realized the in­ 
spired Psalm, “ 1 love them that love me. 
and they that seek me early shall find me.” 
He responded to the Divine request, “ My 


son, give me thine heart.” His pity was 
not a show, or a form, or a spasm, hut a 
state, a life and an act. No marvel that 
filial love was fresh every morning and 
changeless as the sun. He was more than 
a son to his parents—he was their com­ 
panion. 
He was as an angel in his 
mother's sick-room, wherein he would sit 
for hours and talk of all that he had seen 
and would cheer her hope of returning 
health by the assurance that he had prayed 
for her recovery on each step nf the 8cala 
Sancta in Rome. And it was his pride and 
delight to be with his father, to converse, 
to learn, to enjoy. 
Nor was liis tender love limited to his 
parents. 
Philanthropy tilled his whole 
being. He thought of others, he eared for 
others, 
lie gave 
to 
others. 
He 
had 
the 
rare 
power 
to 
make 
others feel that he belonged to them. 
This endeared himself to those who knew 
him, and those who met him and admired 
and loved. Unselfish in his pleasures and 
in liis plans, lie was in no danger of envy 
and violence from the laboring classes, as 
are some rich and brilliant young men 
whose selfishness provokes the poo~ to 
wrath and the son of toil to communistic 
desperation. Nor was he content to dole 
out private charities to the suffering poor; 
he devised liberal things, inspired by a true 
public spirit. 
His young imagination 
dreamed of a museum of art and of anti­ 
quities to illustrate the progress of man­ 
kind. It was more than a dream. He had 
commenced the collection, and the youth- i 
fill antiquarian had planned for a mus- um 
which should rank with those of the 
metropolitan cities of the old world. 
And 
what 
a 
museum liis genius 
and 
wealth 
would 
have 
created 
for San Francisco, wherein lie would bring 
the sculptured marbles from Athens and 
Rome: the obelisks and mummy sarco­ 
phagi from Egypt; the human-headed 
lions and euniform-tahlets from Babylon 
and Nineveh; and whatever was illti-- 
trative of the social, political and religious 
life of Jerusalem, of Continental Europe, 
and our own national history. W hat an 
educational force of immense value that 
would have been to the oncoming genera­ 
tions. made familiar with antiquity by the 
works of God and man, brought together 
by liis careful hand and public spirit. 
no WF. LIVE AND ACT BEYOND? 
Sucli was the noble purpose of this re­ 
markable youth, which is another proof 
that life is worth living and that humanity 
is worth redeeming. What a withering 
rebuke to the sordid and the selfish, and 
what an inspiration to the youth of our 
land to live for the welfare of others. 
Alas 1 that his young lili- was interrupted. 
What were liis possibilities had his life 
been prolonged? O, for a vision of his 
three score years and ten ’ With his manly 
presence, liis splendid intellect, his noble 
character, his generous impulses, his com­ 
manding wealth ? What position of trust 
and honor would not have been his to fill 
and adorn? Ilow honorable his place 
among the capitalists of this great country, 
to open it for the untold millions destined 
by Providence to live between the Missouri 
and the Pacific. How influential his sta­ 
tion among good and philanthropic citizens 
to rear schools of learning, houses of mercy 
and temples of piety. What father does 
not envy for liis son such a prospect: 
covet for hint such a future; desire for him 
such renown ? 
But are these possibilities never to be 
realized? Shall death cheat mankind out 
of so much promised good? Shall inex­ 
orable fate laugh to disappointment the 
beneficent purposes of such a life? Does 
death end all? Is the good that a man 
would do interred with his hones? Is the 
grave the charnel-house of all that is kindly 
and wise and noble in our natures ? Lite 
is a web; time is a shuttle; man is a 
weaver; the future is horn of the present. 
Nothing is lost. Ideas are imperishable. 
The coin of the past is reminted. All our 
principles, all our purposes, all ouractions, 
arc like so many threads, the spinning of 
which is continued from one generation to 
another. It is the higli mission of those 
who survive him to gather up the golden 
threads of his life and weave them into a 
beautiful garment of love to cover there­ 
with tiie wants of humanity. 
Bet his museum be built, and over its 
portals let there be inscribed “ Belaud.” 
That name will he read by future ages, and 
shall inspire coming generations with sen­ 
timents ami purposes of the noblest philan­ 
thropy. This will he his worthiest memo­ 
rial. more expressive of your love for him 
than splendid mausoleum or colossal mon­ 
ument. W hen the marble shall crumble, 
when the bronze shall melt, when the can­ 
vas shall fade, this shall live in the hearts 
and lives of many, “ a thing of beauty and 
a joy forever.” 
With what unceasing delight will he look 
down upon this realization of the dream of 
his young manhood 1 W hat a new tri­ 
umph tiiis shall he to his happy spirit over 
death that sought to rub him of the pleas­ 
ure, and mankind of the benefit of such a 
benefaction ! Shull he triumph, or shall 
death? Shall liis life he sixteen years long, 
or sixteen times sixteen ? Oh! liow grand 
the privilege God lias given us to lengthen 
out the years of usefulness of those we love, 
whose honorable and benevolent purpo- - 
have been interrupted by death. 
COMPENSATIONS. 
But why was such a life, so beautiful in 
spirit, so rich in possibilities, so salutary in 
influence, terminated so abruptly ? 
The 
lease of life is one of the deepest mysteries 
of Divine l’rovidence. The elephant lives 
a hundred and fifty years : the eagle con­ 
tinues liis flight through a whole century : 
the yew tree flourishes through half a mil- 
leniuni: man's allotted time on earth is 
seventy years. But are three score and ten 
necessary to vast usefulness ? May not a 
life of sixteen years be as valuable to man­ 
kind as one of sixty? M anya man. emi­ 
nent in all the elements of usefu!m-ss. has 
lived a misspent life of a century. Ii is not 
all of life to live, hut rather how to fill up 
the measure of our days. Christ died at the 
age of thirty-three. Who of all our race 
did more for mankind than he? 
The death of this beautiful youth is not 
without greater compensation to the living. 
He now belongs to the youth of America. 
Had years been added to his life he would 
have outlived liis glorious mission. He died 
to he a savior of the voung. They shall 
claim him as their own. His temperance 
shall chide their passions; his humility 
shall rebuke their pride; his generosity 
shall reprove their selfishness ; his love of 
learning and laste for art shall allure them 
from the frivolities of fashion: his delight 
in the pleasures of home, and liis bliss in 
the companionship of father and mother, 
shall charm them from the society of 
strangers; his devotion to God, anil his 
charity to man, shall win them to the 
Savior of sinners. 
• 
A lady wrote to his bereaved mother 
these memorable words : “ My children 
shall he taught to love his memory, follow 
his example, and imitate his lovely char­ 
acter." No higher mission could he created 
fcr his son by any father living. Our 
youth should read liis biography, which 
will he more fascinating than a romance 
and more edifying than the creations of 
the imagination. Mothers would select 
ihat biography as a birthday gift and 
fathers would present it as a Christmas 
offering. That biography would bo the 
oft chosen volume from tlie library of our 
Sabbath-scliools. The public-school scholar 
and the college student would be entranced 
by tlie epic of his life; and the "Life of 
Belaud Stanford, Jr. " would become as 
familiar as Fenchio s “ Telemachus,” or 
Richmond’s 
“ Dairyman's 
Daughter.” 
His tomb will be the shrine to which our 
youth will go as on a sacred pilgrimage, 
and from it they will gather grasses and 
flowers as momentoes of what he was to 
them. They will visit his museum and re­ 
call his public spirit: they will attend his 
university and qualify themselves for hon­ 
orable and useful positions; they will 
worship God in His church and learn 
therein that “ The fear of tlie Lord is the 
beginning of wisdom." Surely for such an 
end one might even dare to die in youth. 
THE MINISTRY OF EVIL. 
And hv more than words could express 
or deeds signify, his death shall teach the 
ministry of evil; that if evil must come to 
us, it shall not come without a master. 
That somewhere in the Providence of 
God ihere is a power that can render it 
subservient to beneficent ends. That if the 
lucious crape is crushed, the ruddy wine 
shall flow. That if the alabaster box of 
costly value is broken, the house shall he 
tilled with the odor of the precious oint­ 
ment. That if Christ suffers and dies, the 
world shall live. 
Each of us may have our Gcthsemane, 
but towering above it is tlie Olivet of our 
ascension. Sorrow shall broaden, deepen, 
highten our natures. We shall enter into 
fellowship with the Captain of our Salva­ 


tion, who was made perfect through suffer- 
lr.g. \\ e shall learn to wring a smile from 
the brow of despair. When’ the jiearl oys­ 
ter cannot expel the irritating grain of 
sand, it makes a pearl of it. When the 
Apostle could no: extract the thorn in the 
flesh, he received grace sufficient to en­ 
dure it. 
i his great sorrow shall bring fortli some 
latent virtue ; shall develop a mastery tor 
some besetting sin ; shall qualifv for some 
noble purpose; shall render tiffs life less 
frivolous and more spiritual: less attrac­ 
tive anil heaven more real: less human 
and Christ more divine. This great afflic­ 
tion should unfold a deeper sympathy with 
those in like distress, and inspire a holy 
contentment with the allotments of Prov­ 
idence. It should teach us to sing with 
“ sweet contení" tiiis song of our race : 
I know that when my sky is Waekesl, 
1 liat sonicliody's sky i< bright: 
And that when my day is beaming, 
Somebody s i t s in the night. 
1 know tlia: when the Isiud- arc bursting 
And guidon beams gild tlie air. 
That, while t am wrapped in summer, 
inter is brooding somew here. 
And to give flowers to my summer. 
That somebody's buds'must die. 
And to furnish my bower with doves, 
That somebody's doves must fly. 
I know, while my loved ones are spared me 
Somebody s loved ones tie low. 
And the hand that hath blessed tne. 
Hath dealt some other a blow. 
1 know that when my being lioweth 
tn thanks for ills merries i haste. 
That somebody's -sir’, i- pining 
For the bounties which t taste. 
Thy ways an'past lindersl mding, 
But Thou art a God of i ove. 
And nil lliui is vague to u s here, 
Shull lie P’ain to os above. 
Evil lms its ministry 0>,:.hh1. (treat 
thoughts arc horn of great so. • nvs. W hat 
must have been the agony of this stricken 
lather on the night of the day on which 
Behind died? It was the hour of his t.eth- 
sciuane. Sleep would not come. Time 
paused in its flight. H airs lengthened into 
years. Death would have been a relief. 
Reason called for a cessation of excessive 
sorrow, hut memory would not down; the 
imagination would not he quiet. Love 
had been tohbetl of her darling. All the 
experience ot fifty years; all the manly 
powers which had been tested so mttehand 
so often ; all the resolves of a will which had 
surmounted all opposition could not com­ 
fort that manly heart, lli- soul was sor­ 
rowful even unto death. I.ife was a burden 
and seemed purposeless. He for wlmui the 
father had lived am! acquired and planned 
was dead. Hope lied; despair came. Love 
would not be comforted, because I,elan 1 
was not. Memory added to that anguish.

Some great soul 
appears, whose arguments are unanswer­ 
able; whose illustrations are overwhelm­ 
ing; whose absolute faith is triumphant, 
and we seem to stand in the presence of a 
new revelation from the unseen world; 
some great misfortune overtakes us. From 
tlie palace wo descend to the cottage. The 
shout of hosanna gives place to the cry, 
"Crucify him 1” The joyousnoss and bright­ 
heartedness of health vieid to the sighs and 
groans of sickness anil a broken constitu­ 
tion.

When some dear one is taken from us 
amid our fullness of human joy and glory, 
leaving us desolate in the splendor of our 
wealth, the vigor of our health, the ardor 
of our ambition for fame, then the world 
recedes; heaven heaves in m en; immor­ 
tality becomes a fact. God borrows the 
human voice of that idol of our hearts, 
and. as a mother follows the cry of her 
child through flood and flume, so we listen 
to that voice we loved as it conies from out 
the veil. SPECIAL MISSIONS OF MEN.

MISUSE OF WORDS. 
The growth of language testifies to the 
power of custom to pervert the meaning of 
words. This change is constantly going 
on,the modi iicat ion working the most absurd 
reversal of the meaning of words. Tew of 
these changes are the result of the growth 
of intelligence, or a broader comprehen­ 
sion of the power of language. They are 
oftener the outcome of gross perversions, 
having their genesis in misapprehension of 
the true meaning of words as derivable 
from the origin or root. Thus the word 
“ amateur ” is being used often in a very 
different sense from that in which it was 
originally employed. 
We now speak of 
“ amateurish” work—and there is no such 
word, by the way, as yet recognized by 
lexicographers — to express the 
idea 
of 
pitiful, 
crude 
and 
unartistie 
work. 
Rut we 
use “ amateur ’ to 
express the idea of creditable achievement 
by one not trained to accomplish lofty re­ 
unite. Rut the only meaning given to the 
word by philologists accepted as authori­ 
ties, is that the amateur is one who culti­ 
vate' any study or art from taste or attach­ 
ment, without pursuing it professionally. 
So, too. 
the word 
“ humanitarian,” 
up to a very recent date was given by 
lexicographers uniformly as “ one who 
denies the divinity of Christ,” but per­ 
version by custom has driven the etymol­ 
ogists to accept a definition having it- 
origin in a popular confusion of the word 
humane with humanitarian, so that now 
the authorities say, as they did not ten 
years ago, tiie latter word may he used to 
designate one who makes a practice of 
systematic benevolence or philanthropy. 
The two meanings remain, therefore, with­ 
out any reasonableness for the latter, be­ 
cause it is unnecessary. But while Amer­ 
ican lexicographers have yielded to the 
perverted

No Tariff Legislation. 
W ashington, November 30th.—Speaker 
Carlisle arrived here this afternoon, and 
ga-e instructions at the office in the lliggs 
House that no callers should be admitted. 
In conversation with your correspondent, 
he said there would be no tariff legislation 
at the present session of Congress. He has 
not in any respect changed his views as to 
the necessity for a revision of the tariff, but 
at a short session of Congress he thinks it 
inexpedient to attempt any legislation on 
that subject.

If that treaty is ratified, 
ami su ;ar under No. 10, Dut.'h standard, is 
admitted free of duty, it will result in a 
very large decrease of revenue and in the 
exercise of a very considerable influence 
upon anv tariff legislation. Carlisle says 
that he is opposed to any early adjourn­ 
ment of Congress fur the purpose of en­ 
abling the members to attend tiie exposi­ 
tion at New Orleans. He believes that 
Congress should stay in Washington and 
attend to its business until the time for ad­ 
journment. Carlisle will be a candidate 
for Speaker of the next House of Repre­ 
sentatives, and he believes that he will be 
re-elected. He expects that his principal 
competitor in the fight will be ex-Speaker 
Randall, although lie has no knowledge or 
information of Randall’s purposes. 
Second Session of the Forty-eighth Con­ 
gress. 
W a sh in g to n, November 30tli.—Congress 
will meet at noon to-morrow. Speaker 
Carlisle arrived to-day. Senator Edmunds, 
President pro tent, oi' the Senate, lias been 
in the city for several days.

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MERCHANDISE REPORT. 


M eeting In San Francisco, with 
Hoard Present. 
A meeting of the Railroad Commission­ 
ers was held in San Francisco Saturday 
morning, with all the members present. 
The first matter taken up was the com­ 
plaint of J. J. Tobin, Assistant Adjutant- 
General, that he had been charged excessive 
fare over the Atlantic and Pacific Railroad 
from Mojave to The Needles. The rate is 
six cents a mile, as laid down in the sched­ 
ule, hut Tobin claims that he paid eight 
cents. In connection with the letter a 
communication was read from the General 
Passenger Agent of the road, stating that 
the road was being operated under a United 
States charter, and was not subject to the 
rules prescribed by the Commission. 
Humphreys said that lie had seen it 
stateil in the papers that since Tobin’s 
complaint the road had reduced its rate to 
six cents per mile. 
Foote wished to know what authority 
there was for this statement? 
Humphreys exhibited a dispatch from 
the agent of the road at'flie Needles, stating 
that the authority for saying the rate was 
reduced was S. W. Smith, General Pas­ 
senger Agent of the Atlantic and Pacific 
Company. 
Carpenter offered the following order, 
which, on motion of Foote, was adopted: 
It is hereby ordered that T. L. Thompson, Sec­ 
retary of Stjit e, be and is hereby requested to 
furnish this Commission a certiii«d copy of any 
statement filed in his office by the Atiantic and 
Pacific Railway Company, a foreign corporation 
doing business as a common carrier iu this State, 
designating its principal place of business 
therein and some persons opoii whom process 
issued by authority thereof may be served. 
And the Secretary of this Commission is hereby 
directed, upon the receipt of said statement, to 
transmit to the person designated as the proper 
ofiieer of said company, at his place of business, 
for correction or explanation, tne letter of Colo­ 
nel J. J. Tobin, compluiuing of an overcharge 
for passenger fare on the road operated by said 
company in this State. 
It was agreed that Foote should prepare 
the letter outlined in the latter part of this 
order, subject to the indorsement of the 
other members of the Board. 
Foote brought up the subject of his 
freight schedule by asking Carpenter if lie 
had looked it over. This is the schedule 
which basis freight rates on the distance 
plan, or as the distance becomes greater the 
charge becomes less. It commences at 12 
cents per ton per mile for five miles or 
under, and runs to 400 miles at 1.40 cents 
per ton per mile, and in that ratio the rate 
decreases as the miles increase. This plan 
is in operation on the lines of some East­ 
ern roads. W ithin a radius of 100 miles of 
San Francisco the schedule raises the pres 
ent freight rates charged by the Central 
Pacific, but beyond that distance it reduces 
them in a constantly increasing ratio 
Carpenter said he had examined the 
schedule and made some comparisons, but 
was not prepared to act upon it at present. 
It was therefore agreed to hold a meeiin 
on Monday afternoon at 3 o’clock for the 
purpose of considering the schedule, and 
the Board adjourned until that time.

Experience of a Commercial Drummer 
in the Infected District. * 
[By Telegraph.] 
L ouisville (Ky.), November 29th.- 
Arthur II. Loomis, traveling representativ 
of a New York firm, is in the city to-dav 
bavin» just returned front a trip tlirou 
the plague-stricken district of eastern 
Kentucky.

A great deal has been 
printed in the newspapers about the situ 
ution In Martin and adjoining countk.- 
but it has been but an imperfect reflex 
the existing deplorable condition, i know 
of instances where whole families havi 
died within a week; where neighborhoods 
have been swallowed up in the grave 
where one man has survived to bury his 
family and friends and then been foum 
dead with no living creature near him ex 
cept, in some cases, a faithful dog. Flocks 
of sheep and droves of cattle that used ti 
browse on the hill-sides and along the 
range of the Cnmberlamls now lie dead 
and rotting; while pebbles glisten in the 
bottoms of creek-beils, the wells and cis 
terns have been drained to the bottom, and 
the springs are no longer to be relied upon 
for a supply of water. The ground ' 
literally parched, and where vegetation 
formerly bloomed luxuriantly there 
nothing but decay. Thousands are said to 
have died within the past two weeks." 
“ What, in the opinion of the natives, is 
the cause of this fatal calamity?” 
“ It is very evident that the chief agent o 
death is starvation. The people in those 
districts are almost- without communica 
tion with the outside world. An occasional 
drummer. like myself, strays among them 
once tt year, and a few of the most prosper 
ous visit some large cities once in a life 
time. A good season brings with it boun 
ti fill crops ; wool and other native products 
are rudely manufactured into clothing, but 
when the crops fail them the order of 
things 
reversed. I am speaking now of 
the backwoods neighborhoods, where the 
plague has raged with the greatest fatality 
I learned while in Martin county that the 
crop yield lor two consecutive seasons had 
been a failure. The natives are without 
money and without means to purchase 
bread. The shutting off of the water suj 
ply has brought to the surface a poisonous 
liquid, of which, famished for water, the 
people drank, and the consequence was 
death. The first symptoms are violent 
gripings, and afier this a raging headache. 
A hot fever ensues, and the patient usually 
lingers two days, suffering great agony be­ 
fore death, i understand several phvsi 
eians have been commissioned ny the .siati 
to make a careful analysis of the water and 
describe the poisonous ingredients. Belief 
has recently been dispatched to Martin 
from the neighboring counties. Before 1 
left there was a light rainfall, with pros 
pects of more. The opinion prevails that 
the [llague has passed through its most dan­ 
gerous stages, and is now on the wane 
I Hiring the last two days of my stay I heard 
of very lew deaths.”

The remains of young Leland Stanford, 
who died some months ago at Florence, in 
Italy, were on Thursday last deposited in 
the mausoleum prepared for them at the 
family country resilience at Menlo.

Election Bets Paid—Verdict for Plaintiffs 
—Mysterious Shooting. 
N evada, November 29th.—Last evening 
George C. Gaylord, \V. Ü. Vinton and A. H. 
W alrath, prominent business men, paid 
novel election bets. The two former each 
arried a sack of flour around the principal 
streets, while the latter wheeled Charles 
Clark in a wheelbarrow. They were ac­ 
companied by a Marshal on horseback, and 
two drummers and a tifer. The two Dem­ 
ocrats who had won the wagers followed, 
shooting firecrackers and bombs. The flour 
carriers wore black gowns and had their 
Blaine hats trimmed with crape.

A singular ease of mysterious disappear­ 
ance occurred in this city Friday night, 
and, as the party was a well-known mer­ 
chant, who had lived here many years and 
had an enviable reputation in all respects, 
the circumstance has been the main topic 
of conversation since. 
It appears that D. 
O. Cook, grocer on K street, near Second, 
did not return home Friday evening as 
usual, hi- customary hour being about 9 
o’clock. Mrs. Cook thought something in 
the way of making out bills for Saturday, 
or similar business, had detained him, and 
for a while was not worried, hut about half­ 
past 11. unable to stand the suspense 
longer, she called up a clerk employed in 
the store, who had not been working for a 
few days, owing to illness, and they went 
to the store to see what was the matter. 
Arriving there they found everything in 
proper condition, tint did not see Mr. Cook. 
The latter did not return home that 
night, and in 
the 
morning a brief 
note was found on his desk in. the store, 
addressed to his wife, hut not signed, in 
which, in two or three lines, he bid her 
good-by, saying it was useless to look for 
him, and lie was not worth looking for. 
It 
is thought this note was placed upon the 
desk after Mrs. Cook's visit to the store. It 
is reported that some one saw Mr. Cook 
writing in his office about it o'clock that 
night, and Win. Irwin, about 9:30 Friday 
evening, met him passing through Second 
street as usual, with a basket t>n his arm, 
smoking a cigar, and apparently on his 
way home. It any person met him after 
that his friends wi.l be very much pleased 
to hear of it, as it may give a valuable clue. 
The fact of his disappearance spread 
rapidly, and of course there watf much 
speculation as to the cause. Some ascribed 
it to business embarrassments, others to 
domestic trouble, others to insanity—Mr. 
Cook’s habits were ton correct to create a 
suspicion that gambling it drinking had 
anything to do with it. But it is beyond 
dispute that his home relations were of the 
pleasantest, and that nothing worrying had 
occurred there. An examination of his 
accounts showed that, if anything, his as­ 
sets exceeded his liabilities, and he need not 
have absented himself on that account. A 
friend, living in Yolo county, had put 
$1.090 in his care, and that money proves 
to be in I). 
Mills A Co.’s Bank, but de­ 
posited in Cook's name. A check for a 
large am ount was lying in his safe. Soil 
does not appear that lie had any money of 
consequence with him when he disap­ 
peared. 
As to insanity, it may he stated that he 
was greatly grieved at. the death, about a 
year ago, of their only child, and has at 
times been somewhat depressed in spirit in 
consequence. 
His health has not been 
gc > 1 for a long time, and lie was naturally 
of a very nervous disjKisition. There was 
found in his safe a paper in t ho nature of 
an assignment of his property, dated the 
day he disappeared, in which he assigns all 
his interest in the store, wagons, horse, etc.. 
to 
, not inserting any name, but sign­ 
ing his own name at the bottom. There 
was also written at the bottom, " This may 
be of use to you some day. 
All who did 
business at the store the evening before he 
disappeared -ay that he appeared to he as 
usual, and the indications are that his dis­ 
appearance was something upon which he 
decided suddenly. The only tiling taken 
by him from the store, so far as known, 
was a pistol. 
Attachments have been placed upon the 
store and all tho available property bv 
creditors. Mrs. Cook lias tiled a homestead 
claim to their residence property.

success at the eleventh hour, for 1 am not h 
Chief of Police. JHe says Tryon and Friel 
escaped because 1 told of Doheny’s confession. 
Tryim and Friel had nothing to do w ith my 
m atter. T he Chief now says young N athan is 
entitled to credit, if any citizen is. 
Yes, th at is 
tru e : N athan was th e first to tell the police of 
Denny being seen in my stairw ay. But w hy, 
afterw ard, when N athan identified Denny in 
jail, dill Jackson tell him he was m istaken, and 
did not know Denny at all?

N. J., 
died suddenly Saturday.

Mexican war, and won the rank of Major- 
General in the late war. 
In New Orleans. Saturday night, two 
sisters, aged 29 and 22 years, shot two 
voung men on Canal street, claim ing to 
have been betrayed by them . 
The Sheriff Saturday night levied on the 
wholesale store of K ram er Bros. & Co., in 
Chicago, dealers in hats. Their liabilities 
are stilted to he $150,000; assets, $100,000. 
Several hundred residents of W ashing­ 
ton, friends of General and Mrs. Logan, 
culled at their residence Saturday m orning 
to welcome t lie Senator and his wife back 
to the capital.
